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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Priority 

2. The translation of priority document 237749/1998 has been received. The rejection 
based on WO98/50229 has been withdrawn. However a new rejection has been made over WO 
97/21776, published on 19 June 1997. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Araki et 
al. (WO 97/21776). 

Note: U.S. Patent 6,069,215 is in the same patent family as WO 97/21776. 

Araki et al. teach a coating composition comprising a copolymer of 0.05-30 mole% of a 
fluorine containing monomer having a functional group that may be hydroxyl, carboxyl, and 
carboxylate salt and 70-99.95 mole% of a fluorine containing monomer that does not have a - 
functional group. The coating may be formed by applying the copolymer from an aqueous 
dispersion followed by sintering at a temperature not less than the crystalline melting 
temperature of the copolymer. The coating may have a thickness as thin as 1 jam. In the 
embodiment of Reference Example 1, the copolymer has a melting temperature of 310 °C and 
contains 1.1 mole% of repeat units having hydroxyl groups and 98.9 mole% repeat units having 
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no functional groups. An aqueous dispersion comprising 10.9% copolymer (i.e 
having a particle size of 70.7 nm.
